SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 
(AP) — 'The string a box 
kite that became entangled m 
a power line was blamed 
Wednesday (or a fire that 
burned 385 buildings in this 
seaside resort community be¬ 
fore it was stopped at the 
edge of dowTitown, authorities 
said. 

William Patterson, Santa 
Barbara (!i>unty Fire Depart¬ 
ment chief, said the fire that 
ftwept out of a canycsi late 
'Fuesday and into the city was 
contained at 720 acres 
Wednesday evening. Early 
damage estimates exceeded 
$76 millicm, he said. 

Moments after the blaze 
was contained. Stanley 
Roden. Santa Barbara district 
attorney, told reporters the 
fire was not the of an 
arsonist, as earlier had been 
supposed by police. 

Police questioned at length 
the person who was flying the 
kite but decided that "there is 
no evidence of criminality in¬ 
volved with this tragic 
evait.’’ said Roden. 

Roden added that the per- 
eon respcmsible for the fire, 
describe only as a man in 
his 208. made a statement 
Ciat read:

UnftM Prets tntwntti*n«l 
Libya Wednesday began re¬ 
cruiting mercenaries and call¬ 
ing . up its reserves and or¬ 
dered full mobilization of its 
armed forces, v^nming Egypt 
it had its "finger on the trig¬ 
ger" to defend its dessert 
border from further attacks. 

In C^uro, Egypt said it had 
reached agreement on terms 
6t an end to the border war 
between the two Arab neigh¬ 
bors throu^ mediation fay 
Palestinian leader Tasser 
Arafat and Kuwaiti Fc^gn 
Misister Sheikh Sabah Al- 
Ahmed with President Anwar 
Sadat. 

In Cyprus, hotbed tor arms 
and mercenary traffic during 
Lebanon's civil war. the Li¬ 
byan embassy began recruit¬ 
ing Arab volunteers for its 
army. An advertisement in 
the English-language Cypi'us 
Mail and th^ pro-Palestinian 
Ta Nea announced the re¬ 
cruitment campaign. 

"Thousands of them have 
already reported to Libyan 
embassies in many coun¬ 
tries." a Libyan sp^esman 
said. 

In Beirut, the pro-Libyan 
newspaper As Safir reported 
tn a dispatch from Tripoli 
that Libya bad ordered full 
mobilization ci Us armed 
forces and that a callup of 
reserves was.undo* way. 

Ibe newspaper -said a uni¬ 
lateral ceasefire in the border 
war called by Sadat Sunday 
night was nothing but a 
"mere truce." 

Sadat declared a unilaterql 
ceasefire late Sunday. Though 
the fighting that had mounted 
to what Libya termed "de¬ 
clared war" has stopped.

Alaska oil stops—again

VALDEZ. Alaska — The 
first oil to move through the 
trans-Alaska pipeline Vit’as 
halted within 15 miles of its 
destination Wednesday as 
workers raced to repair welds 
challenged by U.S. govern¬ 
ment inspectors. 

A questionable weld 
prompted an H-hour delay 
which kept the first oil from 
above the Arctic Qrcle from 
reaching this ice-free port on 
Alaska's southern coast. Val¬ 
dez is the last stop on the 
800-mile. S7.7-bilIion trans- 
Alaska pipeline route. 

Pumps w’ere shut dov^u 
Wednesday afternoon. A se¬ 
nior AJyeska Pipeline Service 
Co. official, who declined to 


be icfentilied. said the firm 
was "letting the line go flat." 
Inertia will gradually bring 
the flow of North Slope crude 
to a halt. 

Alyeska. for a week under 
transportaticm department 
orders to repair 14 welds at 
the site, said it was bringing 
the crude to a .stop south of 
Keystcffie Canyon — about Id 
miles from the terminal. It 
has taken 37 days for the oil 
to get this far 

"The shutdov^-n was un¬ 
called for.’’ the Alyeska of¬ 
ficial said at Valdez on 
Wednesday. "TTie pipe is per¬ 
fectly sound. This is very 
frustrating."

Alyeska had hoped to get oil 
to Valdez by late Wednesday.' 
but the latest halt means the 
crude may not reach Valdez 
until late today or Friday.

Judge rules FBFs 
seizure was illegal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
U.S. federal judge mlctt 
Wednesday that the 131 had 
ill^ally seized thousands of 
documents when it raided the 
Founding Oiurch of Sciento¬ 
logy in Washington July 8. 

But U.S. District Judge Wil- 
Uam Bryant temporarily 
stayed his order that the doc¬ 
uments be returned to the 
church until the government 
has a chance to appeal his 
ruling. 

Bryant. In his ruling, said 
the search warrant used by 
the FBI was so general that it 
allowed agents "to rummage 
on too loose a rein" and that 
"as far as I’m cwicemed, I 
think it transcends the outer 
limit so I rule that the war^ 
rant is a general warrant and 
that the property be re¬ 
turned.” 

Government lawyers con¬ 
tended the FBI acted "etmt- 
pletely within the bounds" 
the U.S. Constitution and that 
th«*y would appeal Bryant's 
j iiiing wnthij) 10 days. 

They also urged that 
Bryant not return the docu¬ 
ments to the church. 

"We have not disseminated 
them and have limite<l access 
to them,” the lawyers said. 

Scientology laviyers a.sked 
that the documents be Imme¬ 
diately returned because they 
ccmtained highly sensitive at¬ 
torney-client material and 
that some documents they be¬ 
lieve taken by the raiding 
party have not ahovm up in 
the govemmaqt's inventory of 
the material. 

FBI agents raided the 
Washington church offices 
and two church buildings In 
Los Angeles July 8. 

A similar motion by the 
Scientolc^sts is pending in 
Los Ai^rsles.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Two young men demon¬ 
strating for a $3 an hour mini¬ 
mum wage disrupted a U.S.

The 
minimum wage measure had 
lieen scheuled for Wednesday 
but wa.s put off. 

The bag with about a <lnzen 
live bugs fell harmlessly to 
the floor. Police said some of 
tile insects were cockroaches. 
It was not known which of the 
two threw it.

Israeli armed fbrces radio 
quoted a government source 
as saying the committee will 
decide on new West Bank set¬ 
tlement before Geneva Middle 
Kast peace talks reconvene, 
passibly in October. 

Opposition leader Shimon 
Peres, who as defence min¬ 
ister in Rabin’s Labor govern¬ 
ment tacitly sitoported the 
three settlements in dispute, 
called the timing of the deci¬ 
sion to recognize them ‘unfor¬ 
tunate.’’ a term also used by 
l.’N Secretary-Oneral Kurt 
Waldheim. The reference was 
to current efforts to resume 
the negotiating process in the 
Middle Kast. 

'Ihe 20 Arab delegations to 
the United Nations arranged 
to meet today to discuss the 
Israeli action and the possibil¬ 
ity of debating it ki the Secu¬ 
rity Council. 

Two of the co ntr oversial 
communities, Ofra and Maale 
Adumim, ne\er got forma) 
recognition from Rabin. The 
third. Camp Kaddum, won 
lemi)orary status after Rabin 
concluded that to evict the 
settlers would split his cabi¬ 
net. 

The basic difference be¬ 
tween these settlements and 
the 25 set up by the govern¬ 
ment on the West Bank is that 
the three are in areas which 
Rabin had hc4>ed to trade for 
a peace settlement with Jor^ 
dan. Under Rabin, govern¬ 
ment - approved settlements 
went up only on the area's pe¬ 
rimeter.

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Economy Sri Lanka concern 


T he WORLD'S first and only remaining woman 
head of government was voted out of office last 
week when Prime Minister Sirimavo Bandaranaike's 
centre-left Freedom Party went down to defeat in Sri 
Lanka. The new prime minister, 71-year-old Junius 
Jayewardene of the United National Party, which 
declared itself a reformed people's party with socialist 
polidet, called for peace as the pre^cM post-election 
violence erupted. 

Mrs. Bandaranaike was the world's first woman 
prime minister when she succeeded her assassinated 
husband in July, 1980. Three years ago there were four 
women heads ol government. Then Golda Meir retired 
as prime minister of Israel, Isabel Peron was deposed 
as president of Argentina and just four months ago 
Indira Gandhi was ousted by voters as India’s prime 
minister. Although Mrs. Bandaranaike retained her 
own seat in Sri Lanka, her government was 
overwhelmingly defeated — 139 seats to 27 for all other 
parties — by the United National Party. 

The fact that the Sri Lankan prime minister was a 
woman, we mention merely in passing, for it has little 
or nothing to do with her defeat. Her government's fall 
reflects a pattern in South Asian politics as well as 
general dissatisfaction with those all-too-famlliar 
issues of unemployment, inflation and nepotism. 
There have been changes in South Asian countries like 
Bangladesh where, in 1975 Sheikh Mujibur Raman was 
killed in a military take-over. Then Indira Gandhi 
suffered defeat and earlier this month Prime Minister 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto of Pakistan was removed by a 
military coup. 

Sri Lanka, formerly Ceylon, is a 215.000 square- 
mile island with a population of 13 million which is 80 
per cent peasant but 90 per cent literate. As Asian 
countries go, it has a lot going for it. It is a fertile land 
with an educated population and a worldly business 
community but in the past three years, economic 
growth slowed to a snail's pace. 

On July 21 the voters went to the polls against a 
background of high unemployment, more than 20 per 


cent, and an inflation rate that has seen prices of 
essentials quadruple in the past seven years. Until 
three months ago there had b^n shortages of cereals, 
powdered milk and soap. 

Another major issue in the election was alleged 
nepotism in government under Mrs. Bandaranaike. An 
independent survey showed more than 300 persons 
related in some way to the former prime minister had 
government jobe. One was her son, Anura, who won his 
seat in the election. He heads the youth wing of the 
Freedom Party and held honorary posts in two 
government departments. Mrs. Bandaranaike's 
nephew was finance minister and both daughters held 
government offices, one as chairman of the board 
controlling most of the nationalized tea and rubber 
plantations. 

Given these circumstances it is nut surprising that 
the people have protested. It is expected that unless 
the majoK economic problems — unemployment and 
Inflation — are controlled, there will be overwhelming 
violence and it will be simply a matter of time before, 
dictatorial powers are seized. 

It is interesting to note the similarities in the 
concerns of the Sri Lankan electorate with those of 
Canadians — unemployment and inflation. And, like 
Canada, Sri Lanka has a minority agitating for a 
separate state. They are the 2.5 million Tamils who 
differ in both religion and language from the majority 
But politicians there have taken the opposite tack to 
Canada, buying Sinhalese majority votes with anti- 
Tamil measures. The Liberal government in this 
country has been buying Quebec votes with pro-French 
measures — something which, in the final analysis, 
hasn't worked either. 

If it proves anything, it is that people sooner or 
later see through Me politics and vote for the party 
that promises to end corruption, cut government 
excesses and take constructive steps to bolster the 
economy. It is to be hoped the new government in Sri 
Lanka will be able to fill that mandate and thus retain 
democracy in the island state. 


Milk, in the bag 


M ilk doesn't belong in a bag. except on a cow. But 
for the past number of years, some dairies in 
various parts of Canada have tried to flog milk in 
plastic poaches because it is more economical. 

Last week the pouch issue sparked a price war in 
the Interior when a Lower Mainland dairy trucked in 
bargain-priced milk in an attempt to undercut two 
competitors determined to fight the marketing of 
pouch-packaged milk. 

Last summer the B.C. Dairy Council was 
successful in having the tour litre carton of milk 
declared illegal. But Armstrong's Dutch Dairy Farm 
has continued to supply customers with three quart 
cartons because that is what customers want. 

Milk in a bag is unwieldly, sloppy and, 
aesthetically, it is a disaster. Some consumers with 
large families may find bagged milk easier to store 
than cartons. Milk in clear plastic pouches loses

vitamins and flavor but packaged in opaque pouches it 
resists the harmful effects of fluorescent lighting 
better than cartons. Nutritive value and freshness as 
well as convenience must be considerations in the 
purchase of dairy products. 

Eventually, the B.C. Dairy Council is going to have 
to face the facts of life. To date, the bagged milk has 
not been successful in Canada. A Portland, Oregon, 
dairy which sells both pouches and cartons says 
consumers favor the gallon carton nine-to-one over the 
pouch. 

Agriculture Minister Jim Hewitt says it is up to 
dairies, not customers, to decide how milk should be 
packaged. “We consumers have the right not to buy 
the product if we don't like it," he says. 

Ultimately, It will be the consumer who decides. 
When enough milk bags are left to sour on the shelves, 
the B.C. Dairy Council will understand that they can¬ 
not force their will on their customers

England, than in 
Canada. Both major airlines 
put much emphasis on inter¬ 
national routes where they 
have competition and tend to 
rip-off Canadians in the more 
controlled domestic market. 

♦ ★ ★ 

Oh. they did provide charter- 
class fares to meet this 
criticism. But only a few seats 
were made available and these 
were promptly sold out. So they 
were advertising a product 
which they didn’t have to sell. 
This fall there will be hearings 
in Ottawa to sort out the 
anomalies and give Canadian 
air passengers a better break. 
But even packaged tours to en¬ 
courage us to explore Canada 
and visit relatives at home is 
only a partial solution. There 
are other aspects of tourism, 
including motor travel, which 
are too expensive here as well. 

American motels, gas and 
meals are all cheaper. Conse¬ 
quently the number of U S.

motorists visiting Canada.for 
one night or more declined y'e 
in the first five months of '77 
while Canadians touring the 
U S. were up more than 11%. 

Meanwhile, we are doing our 
best to discourage even our 
regular U.S. tourist customers. 
Stan Darling, the indomitable 
MP for Parry Sound-Muskoka, 
one of Canada’s most famous 
resort areas. Is concerned 
because some of them are be¬ 
ing harassed at the border. A 
regulation limiting the import 
of groceries to two-days’ sup¬ 
ply is now being enforced. And 
Americans who own cottages 
in Canada are being told that 


they will either have to take 
any boats bought outside 
Canada home with them this 
fall or pay duty on them. 

This sudden “letter of the 
law" approach has come as 
quite a shock to many visitors 
who were completely unaware. 
So Darling has asked Monique 
Begin, minister of national 
revenue, to have her custom 
boys and girls take it easy for 
fear of creating a climate of 
frustration which, once it 
became a topic of gossip in the 
U S., could have serious 
results. 

All of this is merely to say 
that Mr. Chretien has his work 


cut out for him. Time and 
determination could pul 
Canada back on the tourist 
map. But it won’t be easy 
because our taxes are too high, 
our wages out of line with those 
in the U S.. our productivity too 
low and our services no more 
than adequate. 

It will require a determined 
partnership of government and 
the tourist industry — by all 
Canadians, in fact — to regain 
a competitive position. Failing 
that, the Canadian dollar will 
just drift lower and lower until 
we can't afford to go abroad 
and will be compelled to stay at 
home.

Have Londoners changed 
from days of the blitz?

When New York was 
blacked-out recently, many 
newspaper accounts made 
some reference to the London 
blitz — a period which seems 
now to have acquired an aura 
of nostalgic myth. New 
Yorkers, or at least middle- 
class mid-town New Yorkers, 
apparently felt that they should 
have behaved, at this moment 
of urban crisis, with the kind of 
cheerful neighborliness that 
Londoners di^layed in 1940.

It was even suggested that, 
during the 1965 black-out. New 
York had indeed shown this ad¬ 
mirable spirit: but not this 
time. 

The 1965 black-out. like the 
1940 blitz, has no doubt been 
mellowed by recollection and 
retelling, but historical myths 
do have some foundatian. I was 
in London throughout the blitz. 

I remember the sirens and the 
searchlights, the thump of 
bombs and the fire in the sky, 
and the debris next morning, 
very well indeed.

So how true is that myth? 
Was the spirit of Londoners 
then what it is now supposed to 
have been? 

Yes. on the whole it was. And 
Londoners, reading about New 
York and this comparison with 
their own past selves, have 
been wondering whether 
perhaps they too have 
changed; whether, if London 
today were hit by a sudden 
emergency like the New York 
black-out. they might ex- 
periench the same frightening 
scenes of looting and disorder. 

They have b^ told, reas¬ 
suringly. that this particular 
emergency would be technical¬ 
ly impossible, unless the whole 
of Britain were blacked-out 
simultaneously, and London is 
still a much more orderly and 
less violent city than New 
York. Several recent events, 
however, have bred at least a 
worm of doubt. 

★ ★ w 

The vicious battles between 
strike-pickets, supported by an 
army of militant left-wingers, 
and the police (who suffered 
far more casualties than the 
strikers I outside the Grunwick 
factory in North London have 
shock^ almost everyone. 

The virtual collapse of law- 
and-order during a West Indian 
street carnival, in the Netting 
Hill district of London last 
year, was perhaps even more 
startling. 

Muggings in the streets and 
on the subway, which used to 
be very rare indeed, have 
become almost — if not yet 
quite — commonplace. And 
hooliganism at football 
matches, including the use of 
knives and aharpmed coins, 
has become a regular Saturday 
afternoon event 

\ 


Thirty years ago few people 
would have believed that such 
ugly scenes were likely to oc¬ 
cur in London. Few people now 
are confident that even uglier 
things might not happen. 

It would be hypocritical, or 
wilfully blind, to deny that one 
reason for the change has been 
the post-war flood of colored 
immigrants. A dispropor* 
tionately large number of 
them, like the Blacks and 
Puerto Ricans in New York, 
are young, unemployed and ill- 
educated: and they are con¬ 
centrated, inevitably, in ghetto 
areas. 

* * ★ 

Their resentment of 
authority, and smoldering 
hostility towards all the institu¬ 
tions around them, merges 
with various other discontents 
and hatreds which have been 
stirred up during the past 30 
years. 


London's long history con¬ 
tains many riots, many 
alienated factions. When Lenin 
lived in London, he showed 
Trotsky around and kept refer¬ 
ring to “their Westminster Ab¬ 
bey, their British Museum." 
meaning that these monuments 
and treasures belonged to the 
ruling class, whom he hated.

What's new is that this 
poisonous message should have 
been given such wide currency 
in the media and by ostensibly 
respectable politicians. Their 
invitations to discontent have 
had an effect. But among or¬ 
dinary people in Britain there 
IS a clearly perceptible and 
growing revulsion from the 
doctrines of class war and the 
glamorization of rebellion. 

They too would like to 
recover, or be given back, the 
virtues of 1940. It is a political 
development to be reckoned 
with. 


Spain undergoes 
economic surgery

Spain’s new super Minister in 
charge of economic affairs. 
Professor Fuentes Quintana, 
has stated that it will take two 
years “to clean up the Spanish 
economy”. 

The clean-up program 
started on July 11 with a 
dramatic devaluation of the 
peseta. Spain’s currency has 
been allowed to float at what 
the Bank of Spain hopes will be 
20 per cent, but will probably 
be 25 per cent below the former 
official exchange rate with the 
U.S. dollar. If the peseta drops 
below 87.50 to the dollar, the 
State Bank will probably step 
in and fix a minimum. 

■ For foreigners vacationing 
on the Mediterranean coast, 
devaluation is a splendid ex¬ 
cuse for a good party. In a 
country where wine and brandy 
is still remarkably cheap, you 
can today buy four large ones 
for the same price as three 
yesterday

Devaluation, inevitable in 
view of Spain's $5,000 million 
balance of payments deficit, is 
only part of the Suarez govern¬ 
ment's emergency economic 
two-year plan, which must also 
fight inflation, currently run- 
ing at a frightening 30 per cent 
a year.. The Government in¬ 
tends to introduce, before 
September SO, tough and 
austere tax reforms. The fiscal 
measures will be presented to 
Spain's new democratically 
elected Cortes (parliament) — 
the first free parliament since 
the Civil War. 

Spaniards are not used to 
paying income tax. During the 


four decades of Franco's dic¬ 
tatorship. the rich and the in¬ 
fluential seldom paid their just 
contribution to the Stater and 
that is expressing the situation 
quite delicately for a country 
which was a tax dodger's 
paradise — if you were on the 
right side — under the Franco 
regime. 

It will not be easy for the 
young Prime Minister Adolfo 
Suarez to enfore the austere 
tax reforms recommended by 
Professor Fuentes. Direct tax¬ 
ation will be aimed at hitting 
the higher income groups. In 
fact all the proposed economic 
measures might have been 
written by a Socialist.

The prime minister, indeed, 
had consultations with the 
powerful left-wing opposition 
before announcing his centrist 
government's new policies. He 
had a two-hour conference with 
the leader of the Opposition. 35- 
year-old Felipe Gonzalez, head 
of the Spanish Socialist 
Workers’ Party. Felipe, grinn- 
ning. said afterwards, “the 
music sounds good to me." 

But the prime minister also 
had a long session (more than 
two hours) with the 62-year-old 
Secretary General of the 
Spanish Communist Party. 
Santiago Carrillo. Carrillo, the 
number one exponent of Euro¬ 
communism. whose recent 
book Eurocommunism and the 
State has provoked such angry 
reactions from Moscow, also 
expressed his satisfaction with 
the Government's economic 
package.

Civic Scene

For the first time in recent history. Greater Victaria 
municipalities were able this year to reduce property taxes, 
but already they're preparing to remedy that situation. 

The Greater Victoria Libr^ Board, aided and abetted 
by motberbood-and-apple-pie-minded politicians. Is 
mounting another attack on municipal treasuries. 

The lobby for a new central library is strong and unless 
sanity prevails among municipal politicians. Greater Vic¬ 
toria taxpayers can look forward to paying 34 million rent for 
the library’s new quarters during the next 10 years. 

Rents have the nasty habit of increasing and it's a safe 
assumption that the following 10 years will cost taxpayers a 
lot more than 34 million. 

The proposal calls for relocation of the central library 
from Yates and Blanshard to the new provincial government 
building in the 700-block Broughton. 

The library system is owned and operated by Victoria, 
Saanich, Oak Bay and Esquimau. These four municipalities 
would have to foot the bill for the relocation. 

Last May, the proposal was turned down by all 
municipalities except Victoria. 

The provincial government recently came back with a 
“better offer.” The rent was reduced and the lease terms 
were also improved. 

So far, Esquimau council is the only one to have ap¬ 
proved “in principle” the scheme, but Victoria wiU probably 
follow suit. 

U should be mentioned that Esquimau hasn’t really 
committed itself to the proposal, but. simply agreed that the 
library board should negotiate with the government. 

Before any contract is given final approval, it will have 
to be ratified by all councils. 

I'm not alone in my apposition to the proposal. There are 
thousands of property owners who agr^ with me that a 
new central library would be great, but not necessary. 

One isn’t necessarily a cultural slob if one opposes the 
new library scheme. 

Property taxes have skyrocketed, and many people are 
holding onto their homes in the hope that they'U be able to 
manage somehow. 

Our poUticians also talk gUbly of bolding the line on 
taxes, but apparently give only lip service to that worthwhile 
endeavor. 

I believe it to be irresponsible to entertain the idea of 
new Ubrary facilities at a time when many homeowners are 
afraid of losing their property because they don't know 
whether they can afford next year’s taxes. 

That’s one of the problems when the community is 
represented by relatively weU-to-do aldermen. I can’t think 
of one Victoria alderman who would be hurt by another tax 
increase. 

But I can think of a lot of young famiUes struggling with 
a tight budget, and a lot of elderly people on fixed incomes 
who would love a new library building — if they could afford 
one. 

^ 1 don’t blame the non-elected people on the Ubrary 
board. They are volunteers, giving freely of their time. 

But they don’t have a mandate from the voters. They 
have no financial responsibility to the electorate. 'Die politi¬ 
cians do. and they should thwart any proposal to rent new 
premises for the central Ubrary.

The Chinese have been aimlessly shooting artiUery 
rounds Uito thin clouds floating above their bonnlry rice 
paddies this year. The cloud-seeding chemicals coaxed 
down no raindrops, leaving China’s farmers parched. 

In Scandinavia, however, where mid-July is normaUy 
the height of Uie vacation season, Swedes'watcbed glumly 
as their campgrounds were doused with rain and 
swept by cold kinds. 

The damp, chiUy summer has given one Ui every five 
persons hi West Gomany the “suiruner flu.” 

Searing beat Is summer weather in the Middle East, 
but even bumoused Arabs have been uiuble to fight off 
temperatures up to 120 degrees accompanied by 80 per 
cent humidity. Three persons in the United Arab 
Emirates died from the beat during a recent three-day 
speU of record temperatures.

The bitter cold whiter and (be searing summer that 
distorted weather patterns in tbs United States for the 
past eight months tave had their counterparts in bizarte 
cUmatic cooditions around the globe. 

Meteorologists, discussing tbe situation with scien¬ 
tific cautioir, say world weather patterns portend no per¬ 
manent change in tbe pattern of the seasons, but they con¬ 
cede it has toen out of tbe ordinary. 

“This is extreme,” a spokesman for tbe Swedish 
Meteorologic and Hydrologic Institute said of the recent 
temperatures ranging down into tbe 40s. 

"Last week it wasn’t even summer ... it's been tbe 
coldest summek in 73 years,” be said. On top of that, 
Stockholm is just a few fractions of an inch away from 
having tbe most rainfall it's ever had in any July. 


Warm air from Russia mixing with cold air from the 
west over Sweden caused this b^ weather, he said. 

While Swedish campers were disappointed at tbe lack 
of warm weather for their outings, the country’s 
mushroom-picking fanatics got an unexpected bumper 
crop from the damp and chill. 

Below the equator, where It's tbe middle of winter, 
"instant summer” has bit Brazil. Ipanema and 
Copacabana beaches have been filled with vacationing 
students recently. 

“What kind of winter is this?” a Brazilian lawyer 
asked while playing paddleball in 86-degree temperatures 
on a beach early this month. 

Winter in the Southern Hemisphere normally brings 
rain, clouds and cold. The first 18 days of July in Brazil 
were dry, brilliant and bot. 

Some scientists offer elaborate explanations for tbe 
weather extremes. 

“Personally, I think the very strong extremes in tbe 
weather — last winter's extreme cold in some places and 
this summer’s extreme heat and droughts — have to do 
with tbe sunspot fycles,” said Hurd Willett, professor 
emeritus of meteorology at the Massachusetts Institute: 
of Technology. 


“We are in a very unusual'perlod of solar influence, 
and tbe way the sun acts over a long period of time will 
have this effect on tbe earth,” he'said. “Just how it works 
no one really can say.” 

Others just offer suggestions on ways to fight tbe 
weather. 

"Eat light food, such as oatmeal soup, and drink 
tea,” Prof. Hermann Hangarter said in advising West 
Germans bow to avoid tbe “summer flu” that has accom¬ 
panied Germany’s cool humid summer. 

And the Chinese, who from last September to March 
of this year had severe draughts in some parts of tbe 
country, may take some comfort in knowing that no ma¬ 
jor dry spells have been reported in Europe this year. 

Last year Europe had its worst drought in 200 years. 
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City engineer John Sansom has been trj^ to put a bug 
in city council’s ear. In the Interest Of saving money, says 
Sansom, Victoria’s cluster lights should be shining during 
the tourist season only and, perhaps at Christmas, to spread 
a little cheer into the hearts of Victorians. 

Sansom says the energy consumption of the cluster 
lights is wasteful. 

Somehow, I've got tbe feeling Sansom has been listening 
to Aid. Ron McKenzie for too long. McKenzie's money¬ 
saving ideas had a similar ring to them. 

I won’t argue with Sansom that the cluster lights waste 
energy, and thereby money, but so does every bit of grass in 
the city. 

Every tree, every flower that’s planted costs money. 
And while we’re at it, what about tbe banging flower 
baskets? 

Wouldn’t it be much more practical to put plastic 
flowers into the baskets? They wouldn’t need water and 
what’s more, there would be no need to grow tbe flowers in 
tbe first place. 

Just hose the plastic flowers down once a year and hang 
them up. 

The proposal is no more ludicrous than snuffing tbe 
cluster lights. 

They are part of Victoria. They are in pleasant contrast 
to the admittedly-efficient street lights which Sansom wants 
to use in place of the cluster lights. 

Sansom’s idea should be shot down and fast. Some things 
just shouldn't be assessed in monetary terms. 

In Sansom's defence, however. 1 would like to say that 
he's probably doing his job by pointing out that we re paying 
a price for tradition. 

At least nobody can ever accuse Sansom of having failed 
to inform city council that the cluster lights are wasting 
energy. 


And now a word in praise of Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Sam Bawlf. 

Earlier this week. Bawlf introduced a new heritage bill 
in the Legislature which should be a great help to any 
municipality that's trying to stem the tide of socalled 
progress. ■ 

Under the banner of progress, the province's heritage 
has been systematically destroyed. Heritage homes have 
been regarded as nothing but junk to be demolished. 

The city of Victoria was one of the first municipaUties in 
B.C. to enact comprehensive heritage-preservation 
schemes. 

But the city's program bps been without actual 
legislative clout. Any Ir^poosible developer could still 
thwart council’s intentions. 

The proposed legislation would give municipalitiee the 
power to withhold demolition permits for up to 80 days. Dur¬ 
ing that time, council iiuy consider a building’s heritage 
merits. 

Municipal councils would also be able to declare a 
building or land as heritage without provincial approval. 

Together, these two sections of the proposed l^slation 
would go a long way toward protecting heritage buildings in 
B.C. 

With that piece of legislation alone, Bawlf has earned 
this year’s ministerial salary. 

Now, if he could only twist the premier’s arm to do 
something about those ferry rates. Ttey’re still too steep, 
much too steep.

LONDON (AP) — -nie U.S. 
dollnr gained Wednesday 
against the ftrong West Ger¬ 
man mark and SmIm franc 
despite a doubling of the 
American fcnaign trade defi¬ 
cit in June. 

But dealers said the nse of 
the doUar. which dropped to 
record lows against tt^ mark 
and the Swiss franc Tuesday, 
w'as more technical than real 
and was mainly due to a deci¬ 
sion by the Bank d England. 

A spokesman for the bank 
said it has decided to stop, at 
least temporarily, its Inter¬ 
vention in the foreign ev 
change markets that had kept 
tlie pound's value against the 
dollar steady at around $1.T2. 

The bank’s decision to 
hu>1ng dollars to prop up the 
U.S. currency immediately 
aent the pound upward. The 


pound, which had beeoihe one 
of Europe's weakest cunen- 
cles, has picked t 4 > strength 
recently. mosUy baomuse of 
the heightened economic pros¬ 
pects for England in its North 
Sea oil finds. 

The pound gained nearly 
two cents against the dollar in 
hectic trading on London’s 
foreign exchange markets and 
closad at IL7386. the highest 
tile pound has been against 
the dollar since last Sept. 16.

Money problems give heart to gold bugs

The price of gold moved 
close to $146 an ounce last 
week and even timugh it has 
(alien it maintained a steady 
tone. 

A great deal of the recent 
interest in gold certainly re- 
ilects fears about world cur¬ 
rencies, chiefly the U.S. dol¬ 
lar. 

Europeans always ha\ e 
placed HKre confidence in 
gold than Americans, as e\’i- 
denced by the less than enthu¬ 
siastic American response 
when it finally became legal 
forU.S. citizens to buy gold. 

But bankers say a really 
wreak dollar could awaken a 
new interest from /Vmerlcans, 
and they may have to queue 
up behind Europeans. 


Spain’s recent devaluation 
of around 25 per cent in the 
peseta is regarded by some fi¬ 
nancial experts as a forerun¬ 
ner to similar adjustments in 
90veral other currencies, par¬ 
ticularly the Scandinavians. 

Bulls — surprised at the re¬ 
cent stcadj' advance of bul¬ 
lions — ore now optimistic 
“it could go above (he crucial 
$150." 

And the debate goes on. 

Bears urged caution, pre¬ 
dicting ’’the price w*iU see-saw 
in a narrow range either side 
of the $li0 level for tome 
months to come.” 

But very few dealers ex¬ 
pected any serious drop in the 
price and the majority said 
the long-term trend is very 
definitely up. 


The long-term sentiment 
about gdd chained drama¬ 
tically in March when the 
market apparently came to 
terms with the IMemational 
Monetary Fund g(M auctions. 

The IMF is disposing of 29 
million ounces o# gold in a 
series of monthly’ auctions 
over a four-year period, be¬ 
ginning last year. On top of 
that it is seDing another 29 
milUon ounces to central 
banks of member countries 
who qualify at the old official 
price of $42.22 an ounce. 

Soon after the auctions 
began, the price of gold 
slumpied to $103 an ounce ~ 


from a high of around $200 an 
ounce at the end of 1974. 

As these IMF sales still 
have three years to go and 
are accounting for around 15 
plies reaching the market, 
they still are an unknown 
quantity in the market. 

The slump in the price M 
gold and its subsequent grad¬ 
ual rise contributed to a re¬ 
vival of demand in an impor¬ 
tant segment of the market 
that had been almost wiped 
out by. the $200 an ounce price 
level — the world jewelry to- 
dostry. 


Other factors that gold bugs 
see as bullish for gedd: 

• The sharply increasing 
cost of mining gold. Mining 
anal>*sts say costs in South 
.Mrica, the major source erf 
new gold in the West, are ris¬ 
ing at the rate of $1 an ounce 
a month. 

• The Soviet Uhion, tiie 
other major producer, is not 
e7q>ected to dump gold on the 
market In the near future. 

• The Increasing difftctilty 
in locating new sources of 
gold bi commercial quanti¬ 
ties; known world reserves of 
bullion are running low. 


Europe and this indirectly 
helped the dollar because of 
its role as a “vehicle cur- 
rcoc 3 r” on the foreign ex¬ 
change maricets.

Much of this sort , of three- 
way trading boosted the dol¬ 
lar against most of Europe’s 
currencies Wednesday despite 
its fall in relation to the 
sxjund. 

The U.S. currency closed in 
Frankfurt at 2.2^ marks, up 
from Tuesday’s record low 
closing figure of 2.2463 marics. 

In Zurich the dollar closed 
at 2.3863 Swiss francs, mar¬ 
ginally up from 'Tueaday’s 
cUse of 2.3839 francs. It had 
reachad a rioord low against 
the franc of 2.3T75 in earty 
trading Tuesday. 

Despite 1he*doUar’s appar¬ 
ent strength, US. trade fig¬ 
ures announced Wedneaday 
and the American coenoni 3 r’a 
disappointing performance 
over the past few. months pro¬ 
vide a more accurate Indica¬ 
tion of' the dollar’s health, 
market observ'ers said. 

The U.S. department of 
commerce reported a record 
trade deficit of $2.8 blUton, 
the 13th deficit In a row and a 
sharp rise from the $1.2- 
billion deficit in Nlay. 

It was partly because of 
this that the Bank of England 
decided to end its policy, 
begun around the beginning of 
the year, to keep the pound at

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Cut-rate bank loans 
big hit in Washington

WASHINGTON (CP) — Th« 
ne\v8paper advertisfmott of¬ 
fered something unique in 
sales-money. 

For one day only tiia Ameri¬ 
can Security Bank trffered 
consumer loans on easy terms 
and special low interest 
charges. 

“The resprmse was over¬ 
whelming.” a bank official 
said in an interview. had 
planned to have the sale on 
only one Saturday. But so 
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many people came that we 
had to continue it all week 
just to process the applica¬ 
tions.” 

A number of Washington 
banks have tried tiie idea and 
they say the response was 
hi^y «atisf>*ing. American 
Security's loan sale in April 
offered consumer loans at an 
interest rate of eight per cent. 
The berrit’s usual rates vary 
between nine per cent on new 
cars and 11.5 per cent for pei> 
sooal loans. 

The bank estimated that 
about 5.000 people applied for 
loans during tiie sale. Mrae 
than 50 per cent of tiie ai^li- 
cation were ap p roved and the 
bank lent more than $8 mil¬ 
lion by the time the sale was 
orver. 

Peoples National Bank of 
Maryland, which had a tiiree- 
menth sale last ^zing, found 
the loan volume was fh'e 
times higher than during the 
same three months of 1976. 

The bank’s usual interest 
rate is 10 per cent. During the 
sale, 12-month loans were 
offered for 7.5 per cent and 
3$-month loans for 8.3 per 
cent. 

”Our ^ief problem was 
jnocessing the appUcations,” 
a bank spokesman aedd. ”We 
honestly thought we wouldn’t 
get that much traffic.” 

ITrst Virginda Bank. whoM 
■even-we^ loan sale ended 
June 30. found Its loan volume 
was more than 50 per cent 
higher than during the same 
time last >'ear. Its sale of¬ 
fered reductions of about 10 
per cent on regular interest 
rates. 

Spokesmen for the three 
banks said the major reasons 
for holding the sales were in¬ 
creasing the nund>er of cus¬ 
tomers and boosting the ved- 
ume of consumer loans. 

The banks lost a consider¬ 
able amount of money by low¬ 


ering interest rales during the 
sales, “but the higher volume 
<rf loans helped compensate 
for any loss, ”a Firet Vir¬ 
ginia official said. 

“As well. hope many of 
these people will end up being 
steady customers.” 

The populariqr of loan sales 
may be increasing in the 
United States, but It is unbl^ 
ly the idea will spread to Can¬ 
ada. 

Spokesmen for the Toronto 
Dominion Bank and the Royal 
Bank of Canada said they 
never heard of the idea. When 
it was esqvlained to them, they 
said they didn’t like it 

”I am not satisfied that 
bardcs, aa pi^art of society, 
should become discount 
houses,” a Royal Bank of¬ 
ficial said. ”As well, our 
shareholders might not look 
kindly at a cut-rate establish¬ 
ment.”

Rio Tinto waits 
for full house

LONDON (CP) — Execu¬ 
tives of Rio Tinto Zinc Cwp. 
(RTZ). a multi^tional com¬ 
pany with major holdings in 
Canada, were granted leave 
Wednesday to appeal to the 
full House of Lords against an 
order requiring them to give 
evidence in a United States 
court investigating charges of 
an international cartel amtxig 
uranium producers. 

Three law lords, sitting as 
the Ptouse of Lords ap^al 
committee, heard more than 
five hours of testimony before 
granting RTZ a stay of execu¬ 
tion of an order requiring 
company executives to testify 
at a U.S. embassy hearing in 
London. 

The stay Is until a full 
House of Lords a]^al can be 
convened in October. 

The RTZ apical was sup¬ 
ported by British 'Solicitor- 
General Peter Archer who 
told the law lords: 

“Within the last week, the 
Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office has received represent¬ 
ations from certain foreign 
governments raising questions 
relating to this action. 

“Those questions may af¬ 
fect the relations of the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom with frl«idly 
foreign governments who 
would feel embarrassed if this 
evidence were given and who 
therefore hope that Her 
Majesty’s government will 
take steps to prevent tills em¬ 
barrassment. 


“I have bem severely 
warned that I should not dis- 
close in public all Ihe facts 
that I knew . . .” 

Archer said it is not an 
issue ot public policy in which 
the British government is di¬ 
rectly concerned, but it could 
be that the government would 
find its relations with other 
countries affected-par- 
ticularly Canada, a major 
uranium supplier. 

While Archer did not name 
the countries which sought 
British government intervene 
tion in the case, sources close 
to the situation identified 
them as France, Australia 
and Canada.

QUEBEC <CP) — The Que¬ 
bec government made piAlic

rntergovemmental Affairs 
Minister Oaude Morin told 
the national assembly earlier 
this week that he was making 
public the top-level corre¬ 
spondence to show Quebecers 
*'a series of negoUatiems 
which didn’t work." 

Meanwhile, the external af¬ 
fairs department issued a 
statement in Ottawa saying 
the provinces had been consis¬ 
tently fully informed of the 
state of play after the cre¬ 
ation of the link with Europe. 

Ttie 33 pages of documents 
are exchanges between toi>- 
level officials of the federal 
external atfairs department 
and Quebec's intergovernmen¬ 
tal attairs department. 

The federal authorities 
agreed provincial involvement 
was essentia] but repeatedly 


delayed advising Quebec of 
the detailed arrangements. 
Meanwhile. sutMX>mmittet 
meetings went on without 
Quebec participation. 

Writing on Dec. 6. 1976, 
Basil Robinson, then under¬ 
secretary ot state for external 
aftairt. offered to inform Que¬ 
bec authorities of what hap¬ 
pened at a sulxommittee 
meeting by arranging a meet¬ 
ing April 1 between A. M. 
Tiuerin. head of the Canadian 
delegation and represent¬ 
atives of Quebec and CMtario. 

The response from Quebec's 
deputy minister of inter¬ 
governmental affairs, Arthur 
Tremblay, was sharp. 

“Is it necessary for me to 
f^tress how your proposal 
doesn’t correspond at all with 
the wish expressed by Que¬ 
bec? 

The Quebec government 
subsequently refused to par¬ 
ticipate in three working 
groups set up at the March 
meeting in Brussels. 

On July 7, the newly-ap¬ 


pointed Quebec deput>' min¬ 
ister of intergovemmental af¬ 
fairs. Robert Normand. wrote 
again calling for federal deci¬ 
sion on the form of Quebec 
pafticipation in the sub-com¬ 
mittee arrangements. 


Trudeau rebuffed 
by unity officer 


OTTAWA (CP) — A fed- 
e r a 1 government official 
said W'ednesday she disagreed 
with Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau's charge that 15 Quebec 
government mfonnati<m of¬ 
fices were spreading pro- 
separatist propaganda. 

Terry K^eher, a public re¬ 
lations (^cer with the new 
federal information centre on 
national unity, said in an in- 
terviw she did not believe 
the kind of information being 
distributed by the Parti Que- 
becois government offices 
could accurately be described 
/ a.s proi>aganda. 

On Monday, Trudeau 
c harged that Quebec centres 


were distributing “subversive 
propaganda” to promote se¬ 
paratism. 

He used his analysis of the 
Quebec government informa¬ 
tion to justify the federal 
agent’s setting up of a na¬ 
tional unity infoimation of¬ 
fice, saying it was needed to 
counteract the separatist pro¬ 
paganda. 

On Tuesday. Quebec Pre¬ 
mier Rene Levesque accused 
Trudeau of “inventing” 
stories by saying the provin¬ 
cial government has been 
spreading prop^^anda, and 
said Trudeau was “using pub¬ 
lic funds to counter something 
w-hioh doesn't exist.”

Dallas, one of two dogs sta¬ 
tioned on Vancouver Iriand 
(both are boused at the 
RCMP detachment in Nanai¬ 
mo), and his master, Qd. 
Jcto Stolarski, were flown in 
by helicopter just before 10 
a.m. and they took less than 
an hour to flush out the two 
men In the 'niUcum-Burnside 
area of Victoria. 

William Raymond Cook, 20, 
and Rodney George Berry. 21, 
appeared in Victoria provin¬ 
cial ODurt Wednesday after¬ 
noon and were remanded in 
custody without piea. Oook 
was charged with escajMng 
lawful custody Tuesday and 
being unlawfully at large and 
was remanded until next 
Tuesday, when he was due to 
appear In court on another 
matter.

"FYankly we are finding 
that in many cases school just 
is not high on the students’ 
list of priorities. As teachers, 
we idealistically considCT an 
education as an extremely 
valuable asset For many stu¬ 
dents, school and school activ¬ 
ities appear to be far less im¬ 
portant than we feel they 
should be. 

"Put more Uuntiy, they 
eimply don’t care." 

Wallace went on to aay that 
only honest effort by parents 
and students could ro^ the 
educational system woric. But, 
he added, the common phi- 
loeophy, ‘Tm okay, you're 
okay." wasn’t .doing anything 
to contribute to the system.

At a committee meeting. 
Colwood* director Howard 
Drummrmd had said that 
there had been no local objec¬ 
tions to the phasing in of the 
plan, but Mrs. Wilde said her 
group had objected. 

At the board meeting, 
Dnimmond and Langford 
director Earl Pallieter said 
all briefs, including the Albert 
Head Ratepayers’ Assoolation 
brief. ha<j been given careful 
study. 

When directors were asked 
If they would* listen to Mn. 
Wilde, Esquimalt Mayor Art 
Young led the opposition. 

'That would be like Fsqui- 
malt having a community 
plan and Oak Bay getting 
their nickel’s worth in,'* said 
Young. 

He felt that only Cohvood 
and Langford ratepayers 
should have a aay in the plans 
for tiiat area. 

He was backed up by Saan- 
Irii's Fred Severson who said 
he was prepared to listen only 


to the Oolwood and Langford 
directors because they repre¬ 
sent the peofHe of tiiat area. 

Metchosin director Mac Tip- 
ton said Albert Head resi¬ 
dents, and some Colwood resi¬ 
dents were oistmsed about 
the proposed l^toria Road 
development, which would 
house some 25,000 people. 

They felt that the develop¬ 
ment would inevitably lead to 
the building of a. long sewer 
outfall at Albert Itoad. and 
they were opposed to an out¬ 
fall in that area, and to the 
entire principle of discharging 
raw sewage into the sea. 

, "If they had listened to me 
1 could have told them that in 
fact this plan for Cohvood and 
Langford has a great ^ect 
on Albert Head," sa|d Mrs. 
Wilde. 

"I wonder if Mayor Young 
would feel Esquimalt should 
sit silently by if Oak Bay pre¬ 
pared a community plan that 
wxx^d dump their raw sewage 
through an outfall off Esqui- 
malt, without seeing how Es¬ 
quimalt felt?" 

Board chairman Jim Camp¬ 
bell pointed out that the west- 
em area is on the verge of «n 
incorporation referendum, 
and suggested the board delay 
formal adoption of a commu¬ 
nity plan for that area. 

It was decided to give the 
bylaw three readings, but to 
delay final adoption. 

"This will give an opportu¬ 
nity that doesn’t usually exist 
for people to nuike represent- 
atiixis to wtwever th^ want 
in the meantime," said Camp¬ 
bell'. 

The plan, he aald, could 
serve as a blueprint whidh a 
municiped councO, if elected, 
could adopt or amend as it 
wished. 


Victoria council 
eyes 6% raise 

Two weeks after city hall’s senior staff got a 
se\'en per cent salary increase, Victoria council is 
considering givii^ itself a six per cent raise. 

A remuneration bj’law which would boost 
mayoral and aldermanic wages by six per cent will 
be put before dty council at this afternoon’s meet¬ 
ing. 

If the bylaw is approved, the mayor will earn 
$22,462.12 a year and the annual aldermanic salary 
w ill be $8,431.45. 

Existing salary rates are $21,190.68 a year for 
the mayor and $7,K4.20 for aldermen. 

On a monthly basis, the mayor would receive 
$1,871.94, up from $1,765.89. 

The aldermen would get $702.62 a month, up 
from $662.85.

There’ve been 
men older than me golf¬ 
ing in Victoria.” 

On Friday the Hltie man 
with the friendly smile 
will turn 98. and if he Isn’t 
still hurting too much 
frpm the nasty fall he 
took the other day. he’ll 
be out there on the fair¬ 
way with his three bud¬ 
dies just like he is 
three times every week. 

But on Wednesday ti)e 
bruises are too fresh (1 
don’t think I broke any 
bones") and he sits in the 
clubhouse, a man content 
with a cooling cup of cof¬ 
fee and a lifetime of 
memories. 

Some are rare memo¬ 
ries. Indeed, but the 
man’s modesty'keeps get 
ting in the way. 

For instance, the fact 
be w as in the Boer Waf at 
the beginning of the cen- 
tur 3 '. and is one of the last 
survivors, is turned up 
accidentally during idle 
conversation. 

Anyway, it wasn’t that 
exciting, he says. He 
never got shot at 

One of the reasons for 
the interview is someone’s 
tip that Mackenzie is the 
last surviving commis¬ 
sioned officer from the 
8Sth Battalion of Victoria 
that w'ent overseas In the 
Urst World War. 

Not so. says the little 
man. There are two sur¬ 
vivors. The other is Lan¬ 
celot Duke of Beach 
Drive, a lieutenant with 
the battalion who later 
went on to distinguish 


But don’t 
call liim 
Captain 

himself with the flying 
corps. 

He seems to want to 
shift the spotlight to 
Duke. He — Mackenzie — 
might have been a cap¬ 
tain, but he di^’t get 
sliot at in that war either. 

As in the Boer War, he 
says, he "happened to ar¬ 
rive at a time when noth¬ 
ing was happening.’’ 

"About 30 years ago 
someone wrote in the 
newspaper that he was 
the last survivor who held 
a commission in the bat¬ 
talion. I could have found 
him about 15." Mackenzie 
says with a chuckle. 

Some vet^ns might 
have taken unkindly to 
such writings. But to 
Mackenzie, It wasn’t 
worth worrying about. He 
didn’t try to correct the 
matter. 

The same philosophy 
show's up in his golf. 

Years ago when he w’as 
at his best ("The Best I 
ever did out here was to 
shoot 73’’> he used to golf 
with anybody who came 
along.

"We’re out to beat each other. 
I feel personally challenged 
every time we play the Yan¬ 
kees. I’m sure he does, too. I 
know that rivaliy was here 
before either of us came on 
the scene.” 

Mtmson was Rookie of ttie 
Year in IRTO. Just when he 
W'as about to take the mantle 
of outstanding catcher in the 
league, Fisk came along to be 
Rookie of the Year in 1972. In 
four of their six interlocking 
^^easons, Fisk has topped 
Munson in the All-Star \'oting. 
Kv« when Munson won the 
honor in 1975, it rankled him 
that FXsk was able to finish 
second as a write-in e\*en 
tfxHigh be had been on the 
disatjled list most of the first 
half of the season. 

A number of players may 
not care to fftay in the Ail- 
gtjir game, 1:^ almost all of 
theht want the honor/of being 
elected. When this year's vot¬ 
ing pattern became apparent. 
Munson became sarcastic. 
•‘We’U have a bell of a backup 
catcher,” he said. 

Both presented excellent 
statistics. Tisk had a .311 
average. 16 homers and 53 
runs batted in. Munson had a 
.314 average, 13 homers and 
was second in the league with 
6S RBL And Munsem had won 
the Most Valuable Hayer 
Aw*ard last season, the 
hipest of honors. Still he felt 
he wasn’t getting the recogni¬ 
tion he deserved.

Munson says his resentment 
is less because he’s getting 
recognition from "people who 
matter.”

When he was a hero in a 
losing cause in the 1975 World 
Series, a tobacco company 
paid big money to use him in 
television commercials. 
American ICxpress also uses 
him in some of its adver- 
TisemmlB. Munson is built the 
other way. He has been de¬ 
scriptively nicknamed Squatty 
Body, Turtle and Stump. He 
was a hero In a losing cause 
last World Series and has 
been seen on television only in 
his . customary dirt-stained 
Yankee uniform. 

"Maybe it’s because Fisk Is 
a big, tall, good-Iocridng boy; 
he looks like what an All-Star 
catcher should look like,” 
Munson mused recently. Tm 
short, Tm pudgy, I don’t look 
good in a uniform.”

Gi\-lng the body a chance 
meens av'oldlng non-food 
chemicals such as the stabiliz¬ 
ers, preservatives or co¬ 
lorants in most manufactured 
foods today, which Nittler 
considers “low-grade poi¬ 
sons. 

**They must as detoxified by 
the b^. uhlch robs the 
body of other vitamins.” 

A poor state of motion af¬ 
fects not only the Dod>’, but 
the mind as well. Nittler said.

M.V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 


X think pertiaps tha oldest 
cultivated flower we grow in 
our gardena today la the Ha- 
donna Lily. lilimh candidum. 
Raoogi^aajble Madonna Uhee 
decorate aome beautiful potp 
tery vases found on the Island 
of Crete, these dating back to 
around 1600 B.C 

A charming teal, around 
2.000 years old. was found in a 
grave near the ancient Greek 
city of Pjdos, showing a 
woman offering these llUas at 
azl altar, while the famous 
lion frieze In the Nlnev^ pal¬ 
ace of ancient Assyria shows 
representations of Madonna 
carved aA least seven 
centuries before the dawn of 
the Christian era. 

These lilies appear in the 
Egypt of the Pharaoe too. We 
find the flower in funeral 
wreaths, and even a Madonna 
Illy bulb tucked Into a 
mummy case fm* food, for 
medicine, or possibly as a 
rare treasure. 

Even today the bulbs art 
eaten In China, and some 
authorities claim the Madon¬ 
na lily has such a wide dis- 
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tributioB across die face of 
the earth luinc^ally because 
ct its food viUue and for its 
medicinal properties as a 
healing salve. 

The true country of origin 
has never been estaUished, 
for it is known that the bulbs 
wyre carried as articles of 
commerce by caravane tra¬ 
velling through the Middle 
East and into Asia and 
Europe. Consequently, the 
wild colonies which are so 
widespread through these 
areas could have sprung from 
bulb scales dropped aocld«v 
tally in these ancient camp¬ 
sites. 

Certainly the flower was 
well-known throughout 
Eurc^ at the time of the Crit- 
■ades. In fact, it was dedicat¬ 
ed to the Virgin Mary around 
diis time, and is seen in many 
works of art and in neariy all 
the cJd paintings of the An¬ 
nunciation. 

This age-old flower takes 
quite kindly to our sdl and 
climate and is most impres¬ 
sive. It is a stately plent. 
grown either in a bed to them¬ 
selves or grouped here and 


there in a mixed perennial 
border. 

Failures are fairiy eonunott 
with this lily, although it Isn’t 
the least bit diffiotilt to grow, 
and these failures stem chief¬ 
ly from treating the Madonna 
in the same way as all the 
other lilies. Actually, its cul¬ 
ture is quite different 

For one thing, the Madonna 
has a very brief resting 
period. The flowers fiitish and 
the plants die down around 
the ^ of July; by Se pt emlbcr 
growth will be staitlng up 
again, with the plams forming 
low-grovring rosettes of basal 
leaves which constitute their 
winter foliage. 

Ihe bulb resents being 
planted or transi^anted while 
in active gro wth , and this 
brief period of dormancy — in 
August and early September 
~ is the only re^ly satisfac¬ 
tory time to get a colony es¬ 
tablished. 

Another very common mis¬ 
take is deep planting. Many of 
our other Ifltes are stem- 
rooters; that is, ^y push out 
a second set of roots wen iq> 


above the bulb, and for tills 
reason, lilies are usually set 
in quite deep — as much as 10 
inches for some kinds. 

This would mean sure death 
for LiUum candidum. Plant 
with no more than m Inches 
of soil over the top of the 
bulb. They don’t care too 
much tor hot sun, nor do they 
Moom freely in dense Riade. 
Ideally, the site should be one 
in which the friants can bask 
in a little morning sunshine 
but enjoy cool shade through 
the hottest part of the day. 

like all woodland plants, 
tiie Madoma IDy thrives on 
leafmould in the soil, while 
the addition 6t a tittle coarse 
sand in the bottom of the 
planting hole mekee for good 
drainage. Ihe plant has a 
mild fondness f^ lime, and 
this is best satisfied wifo the 
long-lasting and slow^acting 
pulverized limestone ratiier 
thkn tte hydrated kind. 

If you are ordering bulbs 
from an Importer for August 
or SeptemlMr planting, de¬ 
mand those grown In Kortb- 
em France. These are much 
better than the Riviera strain.

As an open Anglophile, 1 
was Burpriaed and disiqipoint- 
ed the other day to read in 
our paper that a Briti^ news¬ 
paper called Gay News, and 
its editor, Deris Lemon, had 
'been comdoted of faHasplMmy 
for depicting Jesus Christ as 
a homosexual. 

'Ihe trial was held In Lon¬ 
don, tile blrUH>lace of our own 
beloved style of freedom, and 
Lemon was convicted 10-2 by 
a jury of seven men and five 
women, so it wasn’t simpAy a 
matter of his having been 
railroaded by eome pussien 
rural- magistrate out of Dick¬ 
ens. 

The country’s • An- 
tiblBS{>hemy Law. according 
to the Associated Press story, 
dates to the Middle ages, and 
in its present form carries no 
maximum T>«nalty. The last 
man coniicted was scnt^tced 
to nine months at hard labor 
and died soon afterwards, his 
health having been broken in 
servitude. 

Being neither lawyer, cleric 
or Biblical scholar, I am un¬ 
able to say whether suggest¬ 
ing that Jesus w^ a homo¬ 
sexual is blasphemy or not; 
but one need look no farther 
than the Gospels to suppori an 
inference that he mi^t have 
been, since certainly there is^ 
no evidence to the contraiy. 

Unfortunately, the AP story 
did not quote the poem, dis¬ 
closing only that it concerns a 
homosexual Roman cen- 
turian’s thoughts about the 


condemned Jesus at the Crux- 
tfbdon, and that the proeeou- 
tor, one John Shiy^ des¬ 
cribed it as ^so vile that it 
would be hard for even the 
fnost perverted Imagination to 
oonjuro up anything worse.” 

Not having read tiie poem, I 
don’t know whether it was 
that vile or not But C am 
puzzled by Smytii’s opening 
statement, in which he evl- 
dmtiy h^)ed to quiet the 
protests of those who like free 
speech. 

”\te have free speech,” he 
is quoted as saying. ”You can 
say Christ was a fraud or a 
deceiver or Christ may have 
been a homosexual, provided 
you say it in a reasonable, 
measured, reflective, decent 
way.” 

Like most laymen, I imag¬ 
ine, I am oftm left behind 
when one of our own jurists 
turns a fast comer with a 
legalistic phrase, but one 
ne^'t be Oliver Wendell 
Holmes to see that if it is all 
right in Britain to say that 
Jesus w'as a homosexual, as ^ 
Icxig as you say it in a decent * 
w*ay, then Lemon wras not re¬ 
ally being tried for blas¬ 
phemy, but tor having an of¬ 
fensive style. 

If that is really foe law in 
Britain, I am surprised that 
■ they haven’t spent Queen Eli¬ 
zabeth’s Jubilee year round¬ 
ing up ail sort of vile writers, 
and I shudder to think how 
much greater would be the 
harv;est if such a puree were 


c(X)ducted in America. Z mjN 
self would surely be doing 
time, rather than running 
about loose mouthed. 

I dcsibt ^t we’ve heard tiw 
end ef Her Majesty vs. Gay 
News and Lemon. It is certain 
to excite torrents of comment 
in .^nerica from persms with 
much better credentials tiian 
mine. 

However, because it ml^t 
have escaped general notice, I 
feel obiig^ to point out an ex* 
traordinary discovery which 
may not, in its ultimate impli¬ 
cations. be irrelevant to .this 
odd prosecution in Lnndon. 

I refer to an article in tiie 
June 24 issue of Science. '’Fe¬ 
male-Pairing in Western Gulls 
In Southern California,” by 
George L. Hunt Jr. and HicHly 
Warner Hunt the Depart- 
foent of Ecology and E^lu- 
tionary Biology at the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Irvine. 

This disquieting report, 
w+ien reduced from Its tech¬ 
nical language to common 
tMTns, seetm to prove beyond 
reasonable question that a 
great many cf our local sea 
gulls are lesbians. 

Perhaps there would be 
nothing to wxjiry about If it 
appeared that this has been 
going on for a long time, with¬ 
out noticeably endang«1ng 
our sea guil population. Actu¬ 
ally. he hkve more gulls than 
we need. But the alarming 
fact is that, in the words of 
Hunt and Hunt, ’’homosexual 
pairing has not, to our knowl¬ 


edge been reported fM* any 
group of wild birds (and) its 
existence in Western Gulls is 
apparently recent.” 

Specifically, tb^ found 
many nests where females 
lived togetiier. Excluding 
males, and layii^ eggs that 
were of course infertile, and 
that sometimes one of tte fe¬ 
males in a pair ’’exhibited be¬ 
haviors normally ascribed 
only to males.” 

Being scientists, Hint and 
Hunt draw no moral conclu¬ 
sions from these findings, and 
make no predictions. But few 
laymen, confronted by the ev¬ 
idence. could refrain from 
making a number of grandi¬ 
ose conjectures: 

Does it mean that some 
evolutionary mechanism has 
been turned cm, and that 
Western Hea Gulto are taldni; 
to homosexuality to limit and 
strengthen the species? And 
could that mean, then, that 
homosexuality is natural 1 
an essential factor in God’s 
equation? 

It win take minds of far 
greater reach than mine to 
see and appraise the ImpUea- 
tions. But I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised if something is found 
here to overturn the convic¬ 
tion of Newa and Denis 
Lemon. 

Whatever happens, I hope 
Anita Bryant stays in Florida. 
Gay sea gulls are the kind of 
prcfolem we’re used to here In 
Loe Angeles, and I think we 
can handle it by ourselves.

Strong guidelines needed

It iometimes comes as a 
great shock to parents to 
learn that their adolescent 
diildreo actually prefer dis¬ 
cipline to unfetteiad freedom. 

Lazy or findifferent parents 
suppose that by not imposing 
barriers to license, nor by 
marking unsavory territories 
off-limits, they are 
or at least, appeasing tiieir 
offspring. 

Adolescents are littie dif¬ 
ferent than that tiny tot whose 
nursefy teaxfoer worshipped 
at the shrine of unbridled 
progres ri vism. Each day she 
insisted that (he cMldrm do 
as they pleased ^ no bolds 
barred. Finally, one morning, 
a miadiievous lad of tour — 
mischievous because he was 
bored — came up to his men¬ 
tor and lisped (his query: 
“Teacher — Fm tired of 
doing what I w‘ant to do! 
Can't I do what you want me 
to do, today?” 

Many teenagers are too so¬ 
phisticated to admit to their 
parents their need for restric- 
tiens — restrictions w*Mch 
make sense, and which i«x>* 


vide a sense of pride to those 
who can toe a clear mark. 
Yet, those who work closely 
with tiiem trusted guides and 
counsellors, often hear them 
say, in all earnestness: “'I 
wish my parents would set 
down some definite rules tor 
me — I’d be willing to follow 
them. The trotfble is that Tm 
bewildered because they’re so 
obviously confosed. Ihey 
don’t want to hurt my. feelings 
— so they keep triHng me *10 
do what I want!’ But Td real¬ 
ly like to know what they 
want! Sometimes, I wonder if 
they^ve, ever really thought 
about that!” 

Parents confuse a code with 
aibltrary strictness; and in 
this democratic age they long 
to be their children's pals, not 
their parents. But children 
want and need parents — 
they’ve got their own pals! 
L^ency that expresses a 
parent's tzust in his child may 
work, as long as k Is lied into 


a frame of refere nc e, a well- 
understood pattern of behav¬ 
ior. But leniency which is emly 
a reflection of the parent’s 
confusion, indifference or in¬ 
ability to thfaik through the 
serious impdications of certain 
riyles of behavior, can only 
create a lade of omfidence In 
parents on foe part of their 
citildren. 

We need no apology to any^ 
one if we make specific de¬ 
mands upon our youngsten, 
or ask (hm to oonlorm to the 
moral or spiritual stands we 
have set for our families. 
UpcMi the contrary! Most in¬ 
telligent children sense a need 
for control and unconsciously 
recognize that control is an 
aspect of love, \\lthout con¬ 
trol, <xir children feel rud- 
deriess, lost and confused. 
They b^;an to wonder what 
qualities us as parents, if we 
have abdicated the responsi¬ 
bilities of sharing their lives 


and participating to (heir 
moral growth. 

When ow yo mgste r i seem 
to diafe under the bit, when 
they keep d^nanding more 
cum! more freedom, let us not 
be overwhelmed by succumb¬ 
ing to (heir Implacable peti¬ 
tions, fooughtlessly. Often, the 
child who demand more free¬ 
dom is actually tri^t^ed by 
the possibility that it may be 
granted! \nien your teenager 
imposes somlf wildly-exag¬ 
gerated demand-upon you, un¬ 
consciously, he may 1^ doing 
no more than testing your 
boilingpoint, wishing that you 
will be able to withstand his 
s torm and say "No!” — loud 
and dear, without buckling «k 
the knees! 

Primarily, children need to 
feel that as parents u*e are 
not caprichais or whimsical — 
that t!)e standards we impose 
are standards we ourselvee 
believe in and obserxe. The 
chain of family command is 
no stronger than its weakest 
link. Sometimes, aediy, the 
weakest ^ink is not the child 
— it is the wishy-washy 
parent.

The Canadian n^otiator is 
Marcel Cadleux, ambassador 
to the United Shates from 1970 
to 1974. Washington lawyer 
Uayd Qjtler, who is described 
as a man "who knows Wash¬ 
ington and has the confidence 
of Preskieflt Carter" wiH 
represent the United States. 

The appointments, an¬ 
nounced simultaneously by 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
President Carter, were 
worked out last week by State 
Secretary Cyrus Vance and 
External Affairs Minister Dcxi 
Jamieson. 

Canadian officials say the 
appointments reflect the de¬ 
termination of the two govern¬ 
ments to "pursue the negotia¬ 
tion route to its ultimate 
end.” 

Other observers suggest the 
move is further proof of the 
difficulty the two countries 
are having in resolving bound¬ 
aries.

He aaid baldness hi part of 
a patttemed program for 
each Individual that begins 
even before be ia boni. 

The pattern is peculiar, 
varying with individuaila and 
various parts of the body. For 
examf^, the growth of hair 
on the chest and* beards and 
mustaches usually don't reach 
their luxuriant peak until 
about 50 years of age.

Montag¬ 
na explained, is closely tied to 
the production ot hormones 
called androgens. Males, he 
said, have a minimal amount 
of androgen and females 
seem to have a lot. 

Hiis could explain why' 
there are so many more bald- 
headed men than women <al- 
thot^, he said, there are 
more bald women than one 
might expect). 

'Hie scalp, Montagna said, 
is an unusual structure, dif¬ 


fering greedy from the skin 
on other parts of the body. 

For a period early in life, 
even during the fetal stagey it 
grows hair quite easily. Some 
infants, he noted, are bom 
with hair growing right down 
to their eyebrows. 

However, once past the ado* 
lescent stage, the scalp begins 
to lose its ability to grow the 
strong. l<mg hair it used to. 
Ihe hairs grow smaller and 
thinner to a point where they 
are barely visiMe. 

Ihis seems to have some¬ 
thing to do with how the cells 
of the scalp utilize androgen. 
All of a sudden, the hair folli¬ 
cles seem to handle the an¬ 
drogens in a different way. 
For tome reason, obtain en¬ 
zymes serve to turn the an¬ 
drogens into an inactive sub¬ 
stance. 

It|s highly possible, Rtoitag- 


na said, that somaone might 
develop a aubstanoa that 
could "scramble” the mes¬ 
sages to the follicles, so that 
they aaxiid ignore the en¬ 
zymes and thus permit the 
androgens to continue their 
hair-raising woilc. 

However, be said, once a 
ptrson is bald the follicles 
have become to small that it 
is unlikely that they can be 
made to produce healthy hair 
again.

Commercially frozen irteat 
is flash-frozen at its freahesi. 
jxoperly packaged in air-tight 
plastic vrrap and stored at be- 
low-zero temperatures. 

A recent Agricultural eco¬ 
nomics Research Council of • 
Canada report notee tlmt a 
frozen meat diatributicxi ays- 
tern woukl improve the clean¬ 
liness of meat and assure uni¬ 
form qu^ty in different cuU. 

However, Patrick Moncrieff 
and Gordon MacEacdiem, au¬ 
thors of the McGill report, 
say: “A frozen beef system, 
enctxnpasslng frozen retail 
cuts is still tome distance in 
the future.” 

The report, entitled The Po¬ 
tential of Boxed Beef, holds 
out much greater hope for 
boxed beef system. 

Dufour said flavor of boxed 
beef is better. 

“The aging is longer,” he 
said. “I’m positive the quality 
is better" 

He said meat buyers for 
stores prefer shopping for 
beef by the box because they 
can specify vxhich sections of 
the steer they want and avoid 
getting load^ down with less 
desirable parts of the earass.

Cancer drug 
linked 
to leukemia 

BOSTON (AP) — A drug 
that is commonly given to 
treat several kin^ of cancer 
can also cause leukemia, an¬ 
other form of the disease, in 
the same patients, re¬ 
searchers say. 

Patients who receive die 
drugs, called alkylating 
agents, are 21 times more li¬ 
kely than normal to develop 
leukemia, a cancer of the 
bone marrow. 

However, the researc^'ers 
said that for most cancer pa¬ 
tients. the drugs are still 
worth taking, because the 
benefits of a possible cure lar 
outwei^ the risk of leukemia. 

But they added that doctors 
should be extremely cautious 
when giving the drugs to pa¬ 
tients with non-cancerous dis¬ 
eases. Alkylating agents are 
sometimes prescribed for 
rheumatoid arthritis and in¬ 
flammation of the liver, 
among other illnesses.

"The decline from 1973 to 
1975 was due largely to a re¬ 
duction in mortality from 
major cardiovascular dis¬ 
eases,” Census saaid. 

Because of toe declining 
death rate coupled with Urth 
and immigration rates vir^ 
tually unchanged from toe 
197 5 life-span projection. 
Census said median age of 
Americana would be signifi¬ 
cantly older in the 21st Oentu- 
ly. 

The population over 65 
years will increase at a de¬ 
clining rate for the next 25 
years, then ov'er toe succeed¬ 
ing 25 years the increase 
alone will be equal to the cur¬ 
rent over-^ population of 23 
million.

Child 
abuse 
chain ' 
broken 

HAMILTON (CP) — An «- 
p«rimcnUl program in this 
city Is giving new hope to bat¬ 
tered children and their 
parents. 

Joen (Rogers. co<«dinator 
of family services for the 
(3iildren'e Aid Soeiety. eaid in 
a recent intenlevr that under 
the program, volunteer fOnter 
parents are woridng to break 
the family chain of child 
abuse. 

She said the yearK>ld pro¬ 
gram lias parents of battered 
children spend three hours, 
three times a week in the 
foster home where their chil¬ 
dren are living. 

Undor tha supervision of die 
foetcr parents, they take oare 
of their children, feeding, 
bathing and playing with 
them. 

When the children return 
home, or stay in their home 
situatidD, the foster parents 
come in to the home to help 
the parents cope. 

‘The psogram bai grown 
like Topsy,** said bb. Rogers. 
“Some people feel abusing 
parents idxluld be punished. 
We think the paroits should 
be helped. 

“We find the majority of 
abusive parents have been 
battered children. Ihey are 
bringing up their children the 
only way they know how, with 
abuse. 

*'We looked for foster 
parents who’d had good 
parenting themselves. Stable 
people who could reach out to 
people who hadn't bad loving 
relationships widi their own 
parents." 

She taid there is little struc¬ 
ture to the parenting sessions. 
First the foster parents get to 
know the idt)blem family and 
strike up a friendship. 

"We’re like parents to me 
parents." said foster mother 
Marie Gonizd. 

'^Usually the abusive 
parents have no hriends or 
relatives to turn to when 
they’re tiustrated with the lit¬ 
tle things kids do," she eaid. 

'They don’t know how to do 
the simplest things* eucli es 
bath a baby, feed them nutri¬ 
tious food or even how to play 
with Idds. They feel them¬ 
selves not worth anything. 
They don't know how to show 
love." 

Statistics show children 
with the highest incidence of 
abuse are under five years 
old. 

The program is scheduled 
to be expanded in the fall 
from the current six cases. 

Jessica Davenport of the so¬ 
ciety said they were not limit¬ 
ed by tile number of eases, 
but by the number of foster 
parents. 

“We’re now renewing all 
the footer parents and seeking 
out now v^unteers to join the 
program," she laid.

Eddie Kantar of Los 
Angeles played today's tricky 
heart game to help wtn the 
Reisinger National Team 
Championships. The secret 
ley in not drawing any 
trumps and when the hand 
was over, Eddie's partner 
was quick to stand right by 
him. 

Kantar and Bill Einenberg 
were playing "Ogust" re¬ 
sponses developed by Harold 
Ogust of N.Y.C. After a forc¬ 
ing two no trump response to 
a weak two bid. three clubs 
would show a weak suit and 
weak hand; three diamonds a 
fairly weak suit 'but a 
relatively strong hand, and 
three hearts would be even 
better. 

The opening spade lead 
was won by dummy's ace and 
a low spade was ruffed by 
declarer. A diamond waa led 
to dummy’s king and East's 
ace and another spade was 
ruHed by declarer. A dia¬ 
mond was led to dummy's 
queen and another ^de ruff 
^ve declarer his firth trick. 

Next a club was led to dum¬ 
my’s king and when East dis¬ 
carded on the next diamond 
lead, Kantar scored another 
low trump via a safe ruff. The 
club ace was cashed and a 
club was ruffed with dum¬ 
my's heart king. East under¬ 
ruffed uncomfortably and 
declarer's total was up to 
nme tricks. Eventually. Kan¬ 
tar scored both his ace and 
jack of trumps and ho had 
himself an overtnek. 

Sometimes it pays to score 
one's trumps separately and 
today's fine hand is a good 
example.

Whalers elude Greenpeace 


VANCOUVER fCPt - It 
was more than the weather 
that dampened spirits Tues¬ 
day aboaj^j the Greenpeace 
idup James Bay. 

Rain clouds hung low o\’er a 
choppy sea and a few crew 
nien^rs felt seasick, but the 
worst news aboard the ship 
was that the antiwvhaling pro¬ 
testers had lost their fix on a 
Russian fishing fleet 
The James Bay had been 
following a radio directional' 
fi.x to track what were be¬ 
lieved to be Russian whalers, 
but by mid-day Tuesday the 
signals were growing faint 
rather than stronger. 

The Russians w*ere keeping 
silent and the only transmis- 
siems picked up by Green¬ 
peace were those of Spanish- 
speaking Mexican fishermen. 

So Greenpeace Foundation 


president Patrick Moore or¬ 
dered engines shut down to 
conserve energy, and the ship 
drifted in wtnd-whipped swells 
as engineers used a Imgth of 
copper wire to construct a 
lar^r antenna. 

“I hope it doubles the 
strength of the signal we are 
receiving but it might do 
nothing at all,’* said engineer 
Nelson Reilly. “We just don't 
know,*' 

Said Capt. J<^ Oormack: 
*T hate liln hell to use good 
€ 0 {>per on this in case we 
need it for repairs in the en¬ 
gine room, but this Is a neces¬ 
sity." 

Meanwhile, crew members 
continued plans tor thtir first 
confrontation with the Rus¬ 
sian whalers. 

A message, written by 
Moore and translated by 


Rusty Frank, a 20-year-otd 
student at the University of 
Caiifomii. will be reed by 
Frank through a megaphone 
whenever the James Bay gets 
within hailing distance of a 
Russian whaler. 

The message brings a greet¬ 
ing from Greenpeace to the 
men and women of the Rus¬ 


sian whaling ileet. but urges 
them to stop killing the 
whales "before they are gone 
forever.” 

A protest song, called Lis¬ 
ten to the Whales, has been 
translated and the James Bay 
crew will sing the ^g with 
the aid of three guitars and a 
microphone on the ship's 
deck.

<AP) — The string of a box 
kite that became entangled in 
a power line was blamed 
We^esday for a fire that 
burned 3^ buildings in this 
seaside resort community be¬ 
fore it was stopped at the 
edge of downtoNvn, authorities 
said. 

William Patterson. Santa 
Barbara County Fire Depart¬ 
ment chief, said the fire that 
swept out of a canyon late 
Tuesday and into the city was 
contained at ?20 acres 
Wednesday evening. Early 
damage estimates exceeded 
$76 million, he said. 

Moments after tlie blaze 
was contained. Stanley 
Rod^t Santa Barbara district 
attorney, told reporters the 
fire was not the wx>rk of an 
arsonist, as earlier had been 
supposed )yy police. 

Police questioned at length 
the person who was flying the 
kite but decided that "there is 
no evidence of criminality in- 
Aolved with this tragic 
event.” said Roden.

In Cairo, Egypt said it had

Alaska oil stops—again

A questionable w*eld 
prompted an ll-hour delay 
which kept the first oil from 
above the Arctic Qrcle from 
reaching this ice-free port on 
AiaskH's southern coast. Val¬ 
dez is the last stop on the 
800-mile. S7.7-blllion trans- 
AJaska pipeline route. 

Flunps were shut down 
Wednesday afternoon. A se¬ 
nior Alyeska Pipeline Senice 
Co. official, who declined to 


be identified, said the firm 
'was "lelling the line go flat." 
Inertia wiW gradually bring 
the flow’ of North Slope crude 
to a halt. 

Alyeska. for a week under 
transportation department 
orders to repair 14 welds at 
the site, said it was bringing 
the crude to a stop south of 
Keystone Canyon about 13 
miles from the terminal. It 
has taken 37 days for the oil 
to get this far. 

"The shutdown was un- 
cahed for,” the Alyes)ca of¬ 
ficial said at Valdez on 
Wednesday. "The pipe is per¬ 
fectly sound. Tlfis is very 
frustrating.” 

He said, "I do not under¬ 


stand why this laat-minute 
order was given.” 

AJyeska had hoped to get oil 
to Valdez by late Wednesday, 
but the latest halt means the 
crude may not reach Velde/ 
until late today or Friday. 

Director Jack Turner of the

Shlriey Mathiaton, alM at 
2S became heed of the union 
laet week, said a ferry crew 
had refuted to woric on a nor* 
mal day off to meet holiday 
traffic demands and that tl« 
union leadership was in full 
agreement with this stand. 
However, the matter had been 
resolved, she said, by agree* 
znent to have anoth^ crew 
work an additional return trip 
betweim Swartz Bay and 
Tsawwassen on overtime. 

Under temu of the collec¬ 
tive agreement, overtime is to 
be worked when it is consid¬ 
ered necessary to clear traffic 
overioads. 

Sources within the ferry 
fleet said there was talk of 
some kind of limited job ac¬ 
tion on the holiday if manage¬ 
ment had continued to press 
for the services of those who 
would have been off duty. 

Mn. Mathieson said the 
ferry service was guilty ctf 
bad management in connec¬ 
tion with summer holiday 
sailings and that one of the 
results of this had shown up 
in what she said were unnec¬ 
essary automobile lineups at 
tfie ferry terminals. 

The matter wasn’t helped 
by the fact that she was 
caught in one of the lineups 
herself. 

One of the problems, ac¬ 
cording to the union, is that 
the Queen of Victcnla isn’t 
press^ into maximum sailing 
in its role as a supplementary 
summer vessel. It provides 
such service Friday, Saturday

and Sunday and during week¬ 
day mornings, but not-in the 
afternoons, Mrs. Mathieson 
said. 

She said this had made it 
possible for the service to 
operate the ship with two 
shifts of workers instead of 
the usual three. But she feels 
the loss of passengers may 
offset the money saved by 
cutting out a 34-member 
crew. 

"We got a call July 22. 
Somebody in managentent 
had suddenly realized they 
were going td need an extra 
ship on Aug. 1," she said. "I 
contacted the crew that would 
be off, but not one vtdunte^red 
to woric on the day off.” 

She said she had the answer 
for the ferry service 1^ July 
23. 

Under terms of the cct^ 
tract, any such request is sup¬ 
posed to be made at least two 
weeks before the date the 
crew will be required. 

Another objMtion Is that 
one of the two crews ci the 
Queen of Victoria has Monday 
and Tuesday off, meaning 
that it wouldn’t be on hahd for 
the end of busy holiday week¬ 
ends. 

She said the union Is actual¬ 
ly acting in the puUic interest 
through its objeotion. The hope 
is that management will press 
the Queen of Victoria into 
maximum service next sum¬ 
mer to better meet the needs 
of the travelling public. 

"Right Tww it's the ferry 
workers who get the blame.” 
she said. "They’re sitting in 
long lines of cars at Tsawwas¬ 
sen and they see the Queen of 
Victoria tie up and watch the 


crew walk off in the after¬ 
noon. And they take it out on 
the crew members. 

"As the members have said, 
if they want to complain they 
shixUd be directed to send 
their complaints to Wharf 
Street (B.C. Ferries head of¬ 
fice) because it is manage¬ 


ment’s decision to tie the ship 
up, not the union's." 

She said she had consulted 
the crew* with management’s 
last holiday request because 
of her decision that the rank- 
and-file should play a bigger 
part in the decisions of the 


union.

Duo *8 capture easy withDallas Ferries

A three>year*old German 
Shepherd, one of 75 dogs em* 
ploj^ by the RCMP, was 
crated with the qiUck cap* 
ture Wednesday of two es* 
capers from Wilkinson Hoad 
Jail. 

Dallas, one of two dogs sta* 
tloned on Vancouver Island 
(both are housed at the 
HCMP detachment in Nanai* 
mo), and his master. QH. 
John Stolarski. were flown in 
by helicopter just before 10 
a.ni. and they took less than 
an hour to flush out the two 
mm in the TiUicum-Bumside 
area (rf ^^cto^ia. 

William [Raymond Oook, 20, 
and Rodney Oorge Berry, 21, 
appeared in l^toria provin* 
cUl court Wednesday after* 
noon and w*ere remanded in 
custody without plea. Ooc^ 
was charged with escaping 
lewfid custody Tuesday and 
being unlawfully at large and 
was remanded until next 
Tuesday, when he was due to 
appear in court on another 
matter. Berry was charged 
with escaping only and was 
rnnanded until next Wednes¬ 
day. 

The men escaped from the 
?ail Tuesday night by sawing 
through a bar and climbing 
down bed sheets which were 
tied together. 

Saanich police were alerted 
to the area at about 8 a.m. by 
a gas station employee at Til- 
llcum and TransGanada 
I^ghway.

Recreational 
policies set 


NANAIMO — A philosophy 
and policy for regional recre¬ 
ational services has been 
adc^ted by the Nanaimo Re¬ 
gion Board. 

The txMud adopted the poli¬ 
cy in relation to the Beban 
Pailc complex, which will be 
run by the city of Nanaimo 
under a contract between the 
dty and the regional district. 

The statement is founded on 
the basic philosophy that tbe 
Beben Park tocllitiM and 
staff provide, where posslMe, 
a wide variety and balance of 
programs for the residents in 
the areas paying for Beban 
Park. 

Regular monitoring cf the 
program, and co - c^ieration 
with local agencies, organiza¬ 
tions, educational bodies and 
private and commercial rec¬ 
reational enterprises is also 
part of the policy. 

The regi(xial district will re¬ 
view fees and charges of the. 
complex on a semi-annual 
basis, and will approve all 
leases or extended licences. 
The policy also provides that 
the dfy will not incur any lia¬ 
bility beyond its revenue from 
the complex, and shall not 
make expenditures not in the 
budget provided by the re- 
gi<mal district. 

The contract approving the 
operation of the complex by 
the city has reedv'^ first 
reading by city council. 

In a related matter, the re¬ 
gion board voted Tuesday 
night to reconsider its policy 
of not approving exclusive 
leases for an extended period 
(rf lime for Beban Paric. 

, The decision related to the 
Vancouver Island Exhibition 
Society, which has been seek¬ 
ing a five-year lease for its 
ei^ibition grounds. 

Now the region’s parks and 


recreation committee is free 
to negotiate a lease with the 
V.I.X. 

The board also gave third 
reading to a bylaw instituting 
a subdivision freeze on Ga- 
briola Island. The freeze, 
which had been requested by 
the Islands Trust, will limit 
subdivision under 15 acres to 
those parcels of land with 
water and sewer. Since there 
is no sewrer service on Gabrio- 
la, this effectively covers the 
entire island. 

Subdivisiems which have re¬ 
ceived highways ministry pre¬ 
liminary approval before the 
bylaw is finally adc^ited can 
go ahead. The bylaw must go 
to \nctoria for approval be¬ 
fore coming back to the board 
tor final adoption. 

The region is also planning 
a social evening to celebrate 
its tenth anniversary, to 
which will be invited an 
former directors of the board. 

A proposal to teep power 
boats oif Spider Lake and Il¬ 
lusion Lake was approved. 
The request, fiwn the Arrows- 
mith Natural History Society 
and K}wah-Li*Kum Ratepayers 
and Residents Association, 
will receive the region’s en¬ 
dorsement and be passed on 
to the provincial authorities. 

The region is also suggest¬ 
ing* a form of zoning for 
Ifome Lake that would limit 
powerboat use. 

A request from property 
owners in the Brealc^ter 
area to connect to the new 
Parksville-Qualicum sewer 
system has been referred to 
the public works committee 
for s^y. The board has not 
yet formulated a policy on 
provision of sewer services by 
specified area to residents b^ 
tween Parksville and Quail- 
cum.

AJaska pipeline route. 

Pumps were shut down 
Wednesday afternoon. A se¬ 
nior Alyeska Pipeline Service 
Co. official, who deciined to 


be identilied, said the firm 
was “letting the line go tlat.” 
Inertia will gradually bring 
the flow of North Slope crude 
to a halt. 

Aiy^ska, for a week under 
transportation department 
oi-ders to repair 14 welds at 
the site, said it was bringing 
the ciude to a stop sputh of 
Keystone Canyon — about 13 
miles from the terminal. It 
has taken 37 days for the oil 
to get this far. 

"The shutdown was un¬ 
called for.” the Alyeska ol- 
Hcial .said at Valdez on 
Wednesday.

Golfer’s 98 and ... 
modest (sorry^ C.L)

You go to the \rictoria 
Golf Club lookirig for an 
elderly man, and after 
jiou find him you realize 
it isn't age ^t maizes 
the story. 

It’s the man. 

And his modesty. 

Right off the bat. Capt. 
C. I. Mackenzie lets you 
know he doesn’t hold 
much with people making 
a fuss over him. 

I don’t know why any¬ 
one would want to \iTite 
about me. TTiere’ve been 
men older than me golf¬ 
ing in Victoria." 

On Friday the little man 
with the friendly smile 
will turn 98, and if he isn’t 
still hurting too much 
from the nasty fall he 
took the other day, he’ll 
be out there on the fair¬ 
way with his three bud¬ 
dies — just like he is 
three times every week. 

But cm Wednesday the 
bruises are too fresh (1 
don’t think I broke any 
bones”) and he sits in the 
clubhouse, a man cont^t 
with a cooling cup of cof¬ 
fee and a lifetbpe of 
memories. 

Some are rare m^o- 
ries. indeed, but the 
man’s modesty keeps gel* 
ting in the way. 

For instance, the fact 
he was in the Boer War at 
the beginning of the cen¬ 
tury. and is one of the last 
sunivors, is turned up 
accidentally during idle 
conversaticm. 

Anyway, it wasn’t that 
exciting, he says. Hie 
never got shot at. 

One of the reascms for 
the interview is someone’s 
tip that Mackenzie is the 
last surviving commis¬ 
sioned officer from the 
88th Battalion of Victoria 
.that went overseas in the 
First World W’ar. 

Not so. says toe little 
man. There are two sur¬ 
vivors. The other is Lan¬ 
celot Duke of Beach 
Drive, a lieutenant with 
the battalicm who later 
went on to distinguish

himself with' the flying 
corps. 

He seems to want to 
^hift the spotlight to 
Duke. He — Mackoizie — 
might have been a 
tain, but he didn’t get 
shot at in that war either. 

As in the Boer War, he 
says, he “happened to ar¬ 
rive at a time when noth¬ 
ing was haK«ning.” 

“About 30 years ago. 
someone wrote in the 
newspaper that he W’as 
the last survivor who held 
a commission in the bat¬ 
talion. I could have found 
him about 15.” Mackenzie 
says with a chuckle. 

Some vetorans might 
have taken unkindly to 
such writings. But to 
Mackenzie, it wasn’t 
worth wonying abcAit He 
didn't try to correct the 
matter. 

The same philosophy 
shows up in his goU. 

Years ago when he was 
at his best ("The best I 
ever did out here was to 
shoot 73”) he used to golf 
with anybody who came 
along. 

"I didn’t care whether 
he was a good or bad 
golfer, just so long as he 
enjoyed the game. 

“But lt‘s not that w’ay 
an>Tnor€. People are too 
serious about the game.” 

Bom in Ireland, Mack¬ 
enzie retired 36 yeare ago 
as a provincial govern¬ 
ment draftsman. His wife 
of 61 years died last Jan¬ 
uary and he has lived 
since in the Oak Bay 
Beach Hotel. 

The pain of loneliness 
has been reduced scxne- 
what by the golf club 
across the street. He has 
been made an honorary 
life member and each 
Monday. Wednesday and 
Friday he golfs with his 
friends. Much of the rest 
of the time he sits around 
the clubroom talking. 


And that's where hii 
modesty comes toto play 
again. He doesn’t seem to 
want to be addressed as 
captain. 

“The captain Ixzsinest 
came up because of the 
phone book. There were 
so many Mackenzies I 
just had them use it so 
my friends would know 
the right one.” 

His name Is Claude Ivor 
Mackenzie. But no one 
calls him that, either. 

“Out here they call me 
Cl.” 

It is obvious by the way 
he says it that he likes it 
this way. 

Golf and golfers have 
both changed a lot over 
the j'ears, he says. 

He used to 4ing his golf 
bag over h» shoulder, 
take a train to Colwnood, 
wa 1 k “maybe three- 
quarters of a mile” to the 
golf course, play 54 htrfes, 
and return by the sanoe 
route. 

"Or I would tala a 
streetcar out to the Gorge 
Breach and wait till I saw 
a golfer in a car and hitch 
a ride. Sometimes I’d 
have to wait 20 minutes.” 

That was in the days 
when a man knew a 
golfer whm he saw one. 

“I knew everybody who 
played golf in Victoria in 
those days,” he said. “But 
today I couldn’t even 
count the golfers.” 

The courses have been 
made a little tougher, he 
says, and today he rides a 
golf cart and walks with a 
cane. Even so, Icat Afon- 
day he was o^ 55 over 
the first nine. And recent¬ 
ly he was within an eye¬ 
lash of parrlng the par 
five IXth hole. 

“I was on the green In 
four and I just ringed the 
cup with my first putt.” 

The man who likes to be 
called Cl. stops for a mo¬ 
ment to ponder what ha 
has just said. 

“Please don’t make toe 
much of all this,” he says. 

There it is—the modes¬ 
ty, again. 

And it is very reaL 


Wallace scores ‘permissive’

A three-yearoild Germim 
Shepherd, one of 75 dogs em¬ 
ployed by the RCMP, was 
credited with the quick cap¬ 
ture Wednesday of two es- 
oapers from Wilkinsen Road 
jail. 

Dallas, one of two dogs sta- 
ticsied on Vancouver Island 
(both art housed at the 
RCMP detachment in Nanai¬ 
mo), and his master, Cpi. 
Jtton'Stolarski, were flown In 
by helicopter just befoire 10 
a.m. and they took less than 
an hour to flush out the two 
mM in the 'Illlicum-Buniside 
area of \^ctiHia. 

William Raymond Cook, 20. 
and Rodney George Berry. 21, 
appeared in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court Wednesday after¬ 
noon and vyere remanded in 
custody without plea. Ooc^ 
w’as charged with esc^ng 
lawful custody l\iesday and 
being unlawfully at large and 
was remanded until next 
Tuesday, when he was due to 
appear in com! on anotoer 
matter. Berry was charged 
with esc^ng only and was 
remanded imtU next Wednes¬ 
day. 

The men escaped from the 
jail Tuesday ni^t by sawing 
through a bar and oUmbing 
down bed sheets vtolch were 
tied together. 

Saanich police were alerted 
to the area at about 8 a.m. by 
a gas station employee at Til- 
licum and Trans-Canada 
Highway. He- had seen two 
men in the nearby bushes. 


About 15 Saanich poHee- 
men^ some annedswito shot- 
gims and tear gas, cordoned 
off toe area bouncM hy 11111- 
cum, the George Pearices 
Arena.

After dropping the officer 
and dog off, the helicopter 
took to the air again and per¬ 
formed surveillance duty 
while toe hunt continued. 

Dallas located Beny first 
about 10:15 a.m. and sniffed 
out Coc^ 20 minutes later. A 
IKilioe spokesman said Oook 
was lying in the underbrush 
about 100 yards from where a 
Saanich policeman had been 
standing fen* two hours with a 
shotgun. 

Both men, who had taken 
off toeir shirts, surrendered 
without any struggle.

Region blocks 
western plan 
homes protest

Capital Region Board direc¬ 
tors Wednesday spent 15 min¬ 
utes deciding that they would 
not listen to a 10-minute pre¬ 
sentation by Albert Head 
Ratepayers spokesman Shir¬ 
ley WU^. 

“It would have been quicker 
and far more educatl(xial for 
them to have listened to me 
Instead of to themselves,” 
Mrs. WUde said after the 
meetoig. 

Sie had wanted to make a 
$>re8entation to the board to 
protest part of the proposed 
Western Community plan, 
vhich calls for an intensive 
housing development at La- 
torla Road to grt priortty over 
other building in Coivvood and 
Langford. 

At a committee meeting. 
Colwood director Howard 
Drummond had. said that 
ttiere had been no local objec¬ 
tions to the phasing in of the 
plan, but Mrs. Wilde said her 
group had objected. 

At the board meeting. 
Drummond and Langford 
director Earl Pallister said 
all briefs, including the Albert 
Head Ratepayers’ Association 
brief, had been given careful 
study. 

When directors were asked 
if they would listen to Mrs. 
WUde, Esqulmalt Mayor Art 
Young led the opposition. 

“That would be like Fsqui- 
malt having a community 
plan and Oak Bay getting 
their nickel’s worth in.” said 
Young. 

He felt that only Colwood 
and Langford ratepayers 
should have a say in the plaits 
for that area. 

He was backed up by Saan¬ 
ich’s Fred Severson who said 
he was prepared to listen only 


to the Colwood and Langford 
directors because they repre¬ 
sent toe people of that area. 

Metchosin director Mac Up¬ 
ton said Albert Head resi¬ 
dents, and some Colwood resi¬ 
dents were distressed about 
the proposed Latoria Road 
development, which would 
house some 25,000 people. 

They felt that the develof^ 
tnent would inevitably lead to 
the building of a long sewer 
outfall at Albert Head, and 
they were opposed to an out¬ 
fall in that area, and to the 
entire principle of discharging 
raw sewfige into the sea. ^ 

“If they had listened to me 
I could have told them that in 
fact this plan for Colwood and 
Langford has ^ a great effect 
on Albert Head,” said Mrs. 
Wide. 

“I wonder if Mayor Young 
would feel Esquimau should 
sit silently by if Oak Bay pre¬ 
pared a community plan that 
would dump their raw sewage 
through an outfall off Esqui¬ 
mau, without seeing how Es- 
quimalt felt?” 

Board chairman,Jim Camp¬ 
bell painted out that tot west¬ 
ern area is on toe verge of an 
incorporation referendum, 
and suggested toe board delay 
formal adoption of a commu¬ 
nity plan for that area. 

It was decided to give the 
bylaw three readings, but to 
delay final adoption. 

‘”rhii will give an opportu¬ 
nity that doesn't usually exist 
for people to make represent¬ 
ations to whoever th^ want 
in the meantime,” said Camp¬ 
bell. 

The plan, he said, could 
serve as a blueprint which a 
municipal council, if elected, 
could adopt or amend as it 
wished.

Victoria council 
eyes 6% raise 

Two weeks after city hall’s senior staff got a 
seven per cent salary increase, Victoria council is 
considering ^ving- itself a six per cent raise. 

A remuneration bylaw nliich would boost 
mayoral and aldermanic wages by six per cent will 
be put before dty council at this aftemoon’s meet¬ 
ing. ^ 

If the bylaw is approved, the mayor will earn- 
$22,462.12 a year and the annual aldermanic salary 
will' be $8,431.45. 

Existing salarj- rates are $21,190.68 a year for 
the mayor and $7,954.20 for 2 ildermen. 

On a monthly basis, the mayor would receive 
$1,871.94, up from $1,765.89. 

The aldermen would get $702.62 a month, up 
from $662.85.

Education Bfinister Pat 
McGeer Wednesday said 
Spectotnt Sebexd was buUt 
and has run its programs

of his ministEy. 

McGeer made the state¬ 
ment in response to a bitter 
attadc on ^)ectrum and Lam- 
btick Paik high echools by 
Scott Wallace (PC-Oak 
Bey). 

Wallace told the L^lslature 
that the permis&ivenees at 
both schools didn’t in^Mreas 
him at all. Quoting tram a let¬ 
ter from the principal of Speo- 
trum to pairente ^ studotis, 
Wallace said: “Sixteen per 
cent of our students received 
incomplete grades while nu¬ 
merous others are in bor- 
derUne position. Ihe Grade 10 
class especially is having dif¬ 
ficulty assunping some of the 
reqxsnsiUlity for their educa¬ 
tion — and many of them are 
in serious trouble.” 

Wallace went on to say that 
tfie principal’s letter also stat¬ 
ed: 

“Frankly we are finding 
that in many cases school just 
is not hdgh on the students’ 
list of priorities. As teachers, 
we idealisticafiy consider an 
education as an extremely 
vaktaUe asset Tor many atu- 
dmts, school and scho(^ activ¬ 
ities. ai^>ear to be far less im¬ 
portant than we feti they 
dxxdd be. 

“Put more bhmtiy, they 
simply don’t caxe.” 

Wallace wait on to aay that 
only honest effort by parents 
and students could make toe 
educational system work. But, 
he added, the common 
loscphy, ‘Tm okay, you're 
okay.” wasn’t doing anything 
to contribute to the system. 

“I am not in any way op¬ 
posing the concept of building 
schools to a hl^ standard,” 
Wallace said. But he added 
that he didn’t like the concept 
which permitted the students 
“to turn up whm they feel 
like it and tell the teacher to 
go to hell when they feel liite 
it” 

Wallace said he was ewre 
that kind of thing was going 
on at Spectrum and Lam- 
brick, vtd “I thdnk it’s time 
elected representatives in tills 
province started screaming 
about it loud and long. I cer¬ 
tainly don't want any of my 
Idds 'to have that kind of sys¬ 
tem imposed on them.” 

In reply, McGeer said: *T. 
suppose it should be placed cxi 
record that this srtwol (Spec¬ 
trum) and toe <x>ncept was 
opposed historically by the 
ministry of education. It was 
built by the Victoria School 
Board and, as the member 
(Wallace) knows, there is 
such a thing as local au¬ 
tonomy. And school boards do 
go a^nst the advice and 
wishes of the ministry.”
